His last words expressed 
a wish that he might have lived to 
see the completion of the National 
Memorial to Abraham Lincoln, who 
was his personal friend.

As a ploughboy d riv in g his la th e r ’s 
oxen over th e fresh prairies of Illin ­ 
ois, he had know n and talked w ith 
Survivors of th e R evolution and on 
the rugged fo u n d atio n s of a life be­ 
gun in pioneer h ard sh ip s of a family 
of twelve child ren had built a career 
that took him to th e Illinois Legis­ 
lature as a m em ber; speaker of the 
Assembly, tw’O te rm s in the govern­ 
or’s chair, service in 
th e 
National 
House of R epresentatives, and th irty 
consecutive years 
iii 
the 
United 
.States Senate. 
His n e a re st living contem porary 
probably is “ Uncle 
Jo e ” 
C annon, i 
whose senior he w as 
some 
seven j 
years by b irth an d some th re e years j 
In national service. 
Scraping 
to g eth e r th e ru d im en ts 
or an education gained by toiling 
over rough prim ev al roads, he be­ 
came successfully a stu d en t at M ount 
Morris A cademy, a coun try school 
t - acher and a law yer, being adm itted 
to the bar a t Springfield in 1855. 
Lincoln was assassinated soon af­ 
ter Cullom en tered W ash in g to n life 
and the young legislator w as a mein 
ber of the com m ittee th a t dem anded 
the re tu rn of the P resid en t's body to 
Springfield.

The advancement of the rights and tin* preservation and 
endowment of th e opportunities of individual man is tin* under* 
lying cause tor almost all of the present legislation in the 
nation and in the several states. 
This nation is too big, the resources pet to tx* developed 
are too immense and of too mn ob value to hum anity to permit 
anv unjust action antagonistic to property. 
On the other hand there are too many millions of individ­ 
uals who m ust live and who are entitled to prosper and ad- 
Vance intellectually and m orally to devote all of the energy in 
enacting and executing laws in the interest of property. 
The parcels post laws, the a n titru st laws enacted and sag 
fetted, the laws for an eight hour working day, m others’ pen* 
lions, w orkm en’s compensation, pensions for the blind, good 
roads, compulsory arbitration* compelling the use of safety 
appliances on dangerous machinery, child labor laws, enlarge 
ment and im provem ent of the free school system and a host 
of others of sim ilar nature and im port are not antagonistic to 
ppoperty^ hut for tin* advancem ent of the interests of humanity. 
The ruling spirit of the present time is tin* welfare* of man 
and whoever fails to recognise th at fact is decidedly out of tune 
with the trend of public opinion. 
The m ajority an* now insisting that the rights of men he 
taken into consideration and that, until the rights of the in* 
dividual are brought, by legislative and executive option, to 
a level with the advanced stage now occupied by property, the 
whole attention and the best efforts of the lawmaking powers, Im* 
devoted to th at end. 
Mere m aterial prosperity has ceased longer to satisfy the 
people. 
True they do not desire to have property rights transgress­ 
ed—they do not demand and would regent any legislation de­ 
structive of present prosperity, hut at the same tim e they are 
demanding of officials that hum anity, in the mass, he given 
consideration. 
In th at condition, which all thinking men now admit ex­ 
ists, is to be found the reason for a demand for a change which 
rolled over th e nation like a tidal wave in spite of the fact that 
the nation was enjoying a m aterial prosperity never before 
equalled. 
Statesm en of the present day if they meet the demands of 
the people, have no easy task, and statesm en these days— pub 
Ii**, servants at least—are held to strict accountability by the 
people who w atd i and understand more than ever before. 
Predatory w ealth m ust be checked and yet property rights 
must not be disturbed.

bined output is about 81 per cent of 
the total Irou ore mined in 1912. 
The

increase 
in 
output 
shown by these twenty-five companies 
was 8 per cent over that for 1912, and 
if this Increase should be maintained 
by all the iron companies In the United 
States the total output of iron ore for 
1913 should reach 60,500,000 long Urns. 
At any rate, it appears almost certain 
that the former higli record of iron ore 
mined, 57,014.000 long tons, lu 1910. 
was eurpeeeed in 1913, 
In the Lake Superior district, where 
t alani! 85 per rout of the domestic iron 
ore is sd bhd, the increase in produc­ 
tion corresponded closely with that for 
the United States in general, or alx>ut 
s per cent. thus indicating a total pro 
due Hon for that district of about 50,-

ice that had made bim a figure in 
American national lite and brought 
him into public relations with every 
President from Abraham Lincoln to 
Woodrow Wilson. 
President 
Haft 
once said of him: 
“ Why, here's my old friend Uncle 
Shelby; he comes nearer connecting 
the present with the days of W ash­ 
ington than any one else whom I 
know.” 
As a ploughboy driving his father’s 
oxen over the fresh prairies of Illin­ 
ois, he had known and talked with 
survivors of the Revolution and on 
the rugged foundations of a life be­ 
gun in pioneer hardships of a family 
of twelve children had built a career 
that took him to the Illinois Legis­ 
lature as a member: speaker of th** 
Assembly, two term s in the govern­ 
or's chair, service in 
the 
National 
House of Representatives, and thirty 
consecutive years 
in 
th** 
United 
States Senate. 
His nearest living contemporary 
probably is “ Uncle 
Joe” 
Cannon,! 
whose senior he was 
some 
seven 
years by birth and some three years 
in national service. 
Scraping 
together the rudim ents 
of an education gained by toiling 
over rough primeval roads, he be­ 
came successfully a student at Mount 
Morris Academy, a country school 
teacher and a lawyer, being admitted 
to the bar at Springfield In 1855. 
Lincoln was assassinated soon af­ 
ter Cullom entered W ashington life 
&nd the young legislator was a mem­ 
ber of the committee that demanded 
the return of the President's body to 
‘Springfield. 
Then when the country 
began to recover from w hat seemed 
a final blow aud the reconstruction 
in with the T hirty-ninth Con­ 
gress, Cullom began his service with 
the Illinois delegation and with such

The year 1913
